THE SCANDAL RECALLED. 

The marriage to-day recalls the famous

leader of the National party. The case was 
tried in London in November of last year and 
resulted in a verdict for the plaintiff, Capt. 
O' shea, rendered on the I?th of that month.

CrnciunaTi, O., June B. — A morning paper 
proposes the theory that Wm. Kendall of 
Newport, Ky., whose Gead body was found in 
the Ohio River a week ago was killed in a 
manner similar to that by which Dr. Cronin 
met his fate, only that Kendall was mistaken 
for the real victim, Mr. M. J. Green, an ar- 
tist.

The police do not 
think that Miss Seidel went home, however, 
as she bad said her parents would not receive 
ber unless she married the man Cromell, 
In fact, they hardly know what to 
make of the case, but incline most 
strongly to the theory that she may have 
committed suicide.

end her life. When Cromell appeared this 
morning before Justice Bunyan, he said 
nothing of having made a settlement with 
the girl, and it is not probable that he has 
done so, 

Miss Seidel was 18 years of age, rather large 
for a woman and not particularly prepossess- 
ing, though her features were regular and 
che was by no means homely.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The Fortification Board’s Recommenda- 
tions—Dynamite Gun Tests. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 25.—Acting Secre- 
tary Grant has just proved the recom- 
mendations made by the Fortification Board 
at its recent meeting in New York. They in 
elude an allotment of $2,818 for the completion 
of the Woodbridge wire wrapped gun. The 
board also made a small allotment to defray 
the expense of a survey in connection with 
the selection of sites for mortar batteries 
for the defense of San Francisco. 
The most important recommendation which 
was approved, however, is the Ohief of Ord- 
nance be authorized to construct some of 
the new 12-inch rifles of forty call bers 
length. The extreme length of these heavy 
guns sofar designed in the United States has 
been about thirty-six feet, but some of the 
European gunmakers have constructed guns 
of this caliber fifty feet long. It ig 
believed that the results 80 attained will 
justify the extension of our 12-inch guns to a 
length of 40 feet, and the boards recom- 
mendation that the experiment be tried has 
secured the assent of the department. 

DYNAMITE GUN TESTS. 

Asa result of the report of Commander 
Evans’ Board, which conducted the recent 
test ot the dynamite guns of the Vesuvius 
at Fort Monroe, Va., the Navy 
Department has decided to make 
further tests ofthe guns. It will take about 
three months to make certain alterations 
and comply with requests ef the board, and 
then the final and thorough tests of the 
pneumatic guns will be made. 

REGULATING NAVAL PROMOTIONS. 

Secretary Tracy has appointed a board to 
convene at the Navy Departmenton Satur- 
day, June 27, to examine into and report upon 
the present standing of tne officers in the 
line of the navy and to recommend such 
measures as it may deem desirable to regu- 
late promotion therein with a view to the in- 
creased efficiency of the navy.

THE TREASURY ROBBER’'S PLEA. 
BaRDsLEy’s statement or plea for mercy 
was necessarily constructed on the plan of 
confession and avoidance,’ But he was 
obliged to confess so much that his attempt 
to pose as the honest victim of a rotten 
system and a villainous environment is a 
complete failure. 
It leaves on the mind a decided impfes- 
sion that the claim he sets up is incon- 
sistent with his confessions; that the latter 


| relate only to what is conclusively proved, 


and that by holding back ring secreta he 
is purchasing influence that will be power- 
fully exerted to secure him a light sen- 
tence and ultimate pardon. 

His plea for mercy rests on his assertion 
that hedid not get the missing public 
money and cannot tell who has it, and 
this is coupled with the ‘‘infancy plea,’’ a 
most inadmissible pretense that he, for 
twenty-three years the financier of the City 
Councils, did not know there was a law 
forbidding him to loan and use the public 
money for his private profit. 

As he violated ewillfully half a dozen 
other statutes of which he does not dare 
pretend ignorance, and which he had 
solemnly sworn to obey, it is impossible to 
believe his statement that he would not 
have violated a particular statute if he had 
known of its existence. 

The suggestion that the disregard of this 
statute by his predecessors had misled him 
will not pass, because it is not possible to 
believe that his political and official rela- 
tions with them had failed to {gree the 
illegality of their conduct upon his atten- 
tion. He knew it as well as he knew the 
illegality of his own act in placing nearly 
a million dollars of public money in a 
rotten bank when it was his sworn duty to 
have paid the money to the State Treasurer 
months before. 

His acts were willfully felonious and he 
should receive a felon’s punishment 
whether he profited by them or not. When 
a treasury is robbed, the robbers who are 
caught always set up the plea that some- 
body else who cannot be caught got all the 
money. There are so many roundabout 
ways of sharing, and the tracing of the 
plunder is so difficult that such assertions 
should always be distrusted, and, anyhow, 
whether they are true or not, the robbers 
should be punished. 
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LAW, BUT NOT JUSTICE. 


When the consumers pay a ta riff to the 
importer which the importer has paid to 
the Government, the amount is just so 
much contributed by the people for the 
use and support of their Government. II 
it turns out thatthe money was illegally 
collected, the only way to make restitu- 
tion is by returning it to the individual 
consumers from whom it was collected. 

If these cannot be identified, and the 
amounts paid by each of them cannot b 
ascertained, there can be no just restitu- 
tion of that money. The closest approxi- 
mation to it is leaving the money in the 
public treasury, where its use for public 
purposes will at least relieve the wronged 
taxpayers of having to contribute their 
share towards replacing that much money 
in the Government coffers. 

But when the courts decide as in the hat 
trimmings case that $30,000,000 thus ille- 
gally collected cannot be retained by the 
Government and must be paid back, not 
to the consumers from whom it was col- 
lected, but to the importers who made the 
wrongful collection under Government 
authority, the wrong done to the public is 
doubled. 

The gist and effect of the decision is that 
an erroneous ruling of the Treasury De- 
partment in regard to a tariff tax can not 
only deprive tax-payers wrongfully of 
$30 ,000,000 without recourse, but can con- 
vert $30,000,000 collected for public use into 
a gift of §30,000,000 awarded out of the 
Treasury to those who acted merely as the 
agents of the Government in making the 
wrongtul collection. In this way the pub- 
lic is twice wrongfully taxed; once for the 
benefit of importers who had noclaim on 
the public fora bonus of 90, 000, 000, and 
once to make good the deficit caused by 
the payment to importers of 90, 000, 000 
collected and needed for public use. 

As our present tariff system is con- 
structed with a view to the multiplication 
of just such grabs as this, it will be 
strange if the next Congress fails to amend 
the law so as to stop this stealing.

THE President of the Argentine Republic 
finds one cause of her financial difficulties 
in the demonetization of silver and the 
establishment of a rigid gold standard. 
This has enabled capitalists and specu- 
lators to wax fat from the necessities of the 
people through squeezing processes, and 
has substituted a variable paper currency, 
which affords boundless opportunities for 
speculation, for sound silver currency.

VALLIANT ON VENUE

Attorneys Cannot Dictate Where a 
Case Shall Go. 


— 


A RULING BY THE COURTIN THE BOYLE 
WILL CONTEST CASE. 


* 


The Oase Sent to St. Charles Oounty— The 
Court Does Not Believe That the In- 
habitants of That County Are Preju- 
diced in Favor of Catholic Institutions 
~Divoree Cases. 


Judge Vaillant appeared on the bench in 
Circuit Oourt Room No. 6 to-day looking 
much refreshed after his week of much- 
needed rest. The court room was crowded. 
In addition tothe twenty-one divorce cases 
laid over from last Thursday, the condemna- 
tion proceedings in the matter of 
the new Union Depot site was 
set for hearing to-day. When court 
opened Judge Withrow and Judge Valliant 
both appeared on the bench, Judge With- 
row's court not being in session. 

CHANGE OF VENUE. 

The first act of Judge Valliant was to hand 
down an opinion in the case of Boyle against 
Kenrick and others, granting a change of 
venue to st. Charles County, This is the case 
where Samuel Boyle brought suit contesting 
the will of his father, Robert Boyle, which 
left an estate of $35,000 to $40,000 to various 
Catholic charities in St. Louis, except- 
ing $500 to his son. Applica- 
tion for a change was made by 
plaintiffs on the ground that the defendant’s 
influence was such that a fair and impartial 
trial could not be obtained in St. Louis. 

THE OPINION. 

Judge Valliant in passing on the motion 
stated that it was not without great deliber- 
ation and some doubt that he had come to 
the decision to grant the change. 

The opposing attorneys in the case in- 
dulged in much controversy as to where 
the case should be sent, being unable 
to agree. Judge Valliant in passing on this 
point states that the party applying for the 
change has no voice as to where a case is to 
be sent. That lies in the discretion of the 
Court. The Court refered to the fact that 
the law gave him no power to inquire as to 
the truth of the affidavit accompanying an 
application for a change of venue, It must 
assume that the affidavit is true and grant 
the change. 

With regard to where the case should be 
sent, the Court states that there 
is but one Clireuit adjoining this 
and it contains but three counties, St. Louis, 
St. Charles and Warren. The plaintiff,’’ 
says the court, along with his application 
for a change of venue has filled a number of 
affidavits of various persons, his own among 
them, that the defendants have an undue in- 


‘fluence over the minds of the inhabitants not 


only of the city of St. Louis, but also of the 
Counties of st. Louis and 8t. Charles, which 
leaves only the county of Warren. 

This the court holds as going too far. Un- 
der the rulings ot the Supreme Court, Judge 
Valliant continues the affidavit of the ap- 
plicant that undue influence is exercised in 
the place where the case is set for trial 
binds the trial court, but allegations as to 
other parts of the State will have to be 
proven. There is no legal wisdom,’’ says 
the Court, ‘‘offeredin support of its asser- 
tion that defendants have an undue influence 
over the inhabitants of St. Louis and St. 
Charles Counties, and I do not believe it is 
true. The court orders the case sent 
to St. Charles County, as the statute provides 
that the convenience of the opposite party 
must be consulted, and in this case St. 
Charles County was found to be most con- 
venient to defendants. The matter will be 
held open, however, for a few days to afford 
plaintiſf an opportunity to offer proof as to 
the allegation of Catholic influence in St. 
Charles County. 

UNION DEPOT CASE. 

Judge Valliant then announced that owing 
to the crowded condition of his docket Judge 
Withrow had kindly consented to assist 
him to-day and would occupy the bench and 
hear the divorce cases while he would take 
up the Union Depot condemnation proceed- 
ings in the Judges’ consultation room. 
Judge Valliant then left the court-room, 
accompanied by a number of prominent at- 
torneys and others interested in the condem- 
nation cases. Instead of hearing the case in 
the Judges’ private consultation room 
however, ,it was decided to occupy court- 
room No. 8, Judge Withrow’s court, which 
was notin use.

Delegates Present From All Parts of Mis- 
souri—Reports From the Various Com- 
mittees of Work Done—Resolutions on 
the Death of Mrs, Granberry—Epworth 
League Love Feast— Religious News. 


The Women’s Missionary Society of the st. 
Louis Conference of the M. E. Church South 
held its twelfth annual meeting at Centenary 
Church, Sixteenth and Pine streets, at 10 
o’clock this morning. The object of the 
meeting was to hear the annual reports from 
the district churches and societies within the 
conference. The society’s chief work 
is the maintenance of female 
missionaries in foreign countries, particu- 
larly in Japan, China and Brazil. 

The meeting was opened by devotional ex- 
ercises, which were conducted by the Rev. 
Y. Youshioka of OCobe, Japan. Rey. Youshi- 
oka afterward gave a short and interesting 
account of the work and prospects of the 
society in his native land. He warmly 
thanked the society for the work it had done 
in Japan, and urged it strongly to respond to 
the numerous appeals of his countrymen for 
missionaries. 

The speaker is of slight build with an 
intellectual but strongly Oriental cast of 
features, bronze skin and plercing eyes. 
He is now a member of the junior class of the 
Vanderbilt University and a regularly li- 
censed preacher of the Methodist Church. 
He is a product of the Missionary Society’s 
work. 

The Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. Aris, 
read the roll of delegates. The numerous re- 
sponses showed the thorough organization of 
the society through the State. 

Mrs. Ralson of Centenary church made a 
stirring address of welcome, which was 
fittingly responded to on behalfof the dele- 
gates by Mrs. Johnson of Emanuel Church. 
Mrs. O. L. Smith, the President, made 
a short address reviewing the 
progress ol the foreign and 
domestic works of the society. The report of 
the Corresponding Secretary was devoted to 
a review of the work of the Woman’s Board, 
which met at Fort Worth two weeks ago. 

The most important work of this conven- 
tion wasthe establishment of the Training 
School for Foreign Missionaries at Kansas 
City. The school is the gift of Nathan Scar- 
rit, a native preacher, who donateda house 
and grounds worth $25,0000n condition that 
the missionary society raise an equal 
amount. The work of the society during the 
year resulted in the collection of $82,000 
toward this fund, one-third of which were 
ehildren's offerings. 

The remainder of the morning was devoted 
to addresses of greeting from the delegates 
and the appointment of committees, 

Before the close of the morning session, Mrs. 
O. O. Anderson introduced the following 
memorial of Mrs. J. C. Granberry:

Maxson went into the place 
one day, approached Loughborough and 
told him that anyone who sym- 
pathized with the South were ‘‘fools of 
the first water. Hot words then ensued 
and the quarre! terminated in Loughborough 
hitting Maxson over the head withaclub, 
When it became known that Maxson had 
been struck down the latter’s friends, all Re. 
publicans, came to his rescue, and had it not 
been for the timely arrival of the authorities 
a riot of a bloody nature would have taken 
place. Shortly after that incident 
the war broke out and Loughborough and 
his followers joined the Southern army.

IT’S NEARLY OVER, 


The Task of Selecting the New Men 
for Police Duty, 


APPOINTMENTS MADE AND MEDICAL 
EXAMINATION NOW IN PROGRESS, 


An Unprecedented Rush of Applications 
for the 106 Places on the Force—How 
the Lucky Ones Were Selected—Each 
Commissioner Gets a Share ~ The 
Standard of Eligibility. 


Stand up straignt now! Let me see your 
tongue? Have you had any chronic ailment?’’ 
The speaker was Dr. Robert 0. Atkinson, 
who is conducting the examination of the 
men who are to be selected for 
the police force to fill the addi- 
tional places recently created by the 
Municipal Assembly. The 106 men have 
been selected, but they will first have to pass 
the medical examination before they are 
finally appointed by the board. The Dill 
passed allows the appointment of 100 patrol- 
men and six sergeants. The sergeants 
have already been taken from the 
ranks and this gives the board 106 men to 
select. Each ofthe four Police Commission- 
ers and the Mayor have been given an equal 
numberofmen. Each appointed twenty-one 
and the odd one was selected by all five com- 
posing the commisgon. 

Early this morning Secretary Paschal began 
getting the men ready for the examination, 
and before noon he had fully fifty of them on 
the way to Dr. Atkinson’s office to undergo 
the examination. They were given to under- 
stand that if they passed this test they 
would be sworn in for duty at 
the board meeting next Tuesday. If 
they fall they will be out $2 for the examina- 
tion and the places they seek besides. 

GOOD-SIZED MEN 6ELEOTED,. 

The men selected are all between 21 and 88 
years of age, and range in height between 6 
feet 8% inches and 6 feet. Few are 
over 190 pounds in weight. The ap- 
plicants were all weighed and meas- 
ured by Assistant Secretary Lally, 
who has been Kept on the go ever since the 
bill became a law. They were all measured 
in their stocking feet and those falling below 
5feet 8 inches were given to understand 
that they had no chance of appointment. 

The rush for appointments from the time 
the bill was introduced till the announce- 
ment was made that the appointments had all 
been made, surpassed all previous records. 
In round numbers there were 3, 000 applica- 
tions for the 106 places. The applicants did 
not content themselves with merely writing 
out theirapplications and giving them to 
the secretary, but they went further 
and made life miserable for the commission- 
ers. They enlisted the support of politicians 
and got them to wait on the commissioners 
and the Mayor, besides collecting masses of 
indorsements to strengthen their chances. 
The commissioners say they have passed 
through a terrific siege, and they will feel in 
a position to breathe freer after next Tues- 
day’s meeting. 

THREE THOUSAND APPLICATIONS. 

This morning while Secretary Paschal was 
at work instructing the men where to go for 
the medical examination he was asked by a 
friendifthere was anything left. With 
something ofa pained expression, he said: 
No. Out of the 38,000 odd applicants the 
board has selected 106 men, and when they

He looked at their tongues, ham- 
mered their chests, counted their pulsations, 
asked them all sorts of questions about them- 
selves, their mothers, fathers, grand- 
mothers and grandfathers, and elicited 
enough information to fill a good-sized 
pamphlet. He took the men in his 
office one at a time and as soon 
as one was dismissed the next wonld 
he called from the adjoining office. The ex- 
amination will, itis expected, be completed 
by Saturday, and at Tuesday’s meeting Dr. 
Atkinson will report the result of each, and 
woe betide those who are reported unfavora- 


bly. . 
THE MEDICAL EXAMINATION. 

The examination, while serious enough, 
has yet had some laughable 
features. A strapping young 
Irishman, when asked if he ever had any 
chronic disease, looked at the physician a few 
seconds and said, ‘‘Divil a chronic or any 
other disease. Do I lock like a man that was 
ever sick a day of his life?’’ 

Another applicant, when asked if he ever 
had any affection of the eyes, said 
be never had any trouble of that 
kind excepting once. On that occasion he 
said he had both eyes blacked while trying to 
act as peacemaker in a free fight. 

Before the suceessful applicants were sent 
to Dr. Atkinson’s office they had to answer a 
number of questions under oath. Some of 
these had reference to their physical condi- 
tion, and others to their occupations, place 
of birth, naturalization and thelike. Each 
person selected had to be vouched for by at 
least one member of the board. 

Sou DISSATISFACTION. 

The action of the boardin selecting five of 
the six sergeants from the Fifth District and 
none from the Third, Fourth, Second and 
First districts has caused considerable com- 
ment in the ranks. The Oentral District re- 
ceived but one, though it was expected that 
they would get three. One of the 
Central District patrolmen said, 
speaking of the board’s action: It's pretty 
tough on us fellows who do the police work, 
to get it in the neck this way. The down 
town districts do the bulk of the police 
work, while those West End fellows do the 
dress parading. We have to go to court 


every day, while some of the men out in the 


Fifth don’t send a case to the Four Courts 
in months. I'll venture to assert that you 
can find men outin the Fifth District. who 
could not find the witness chairs in any of the 
three courts under the Four Courts roof, 
Yet they get the bulk of the promotions. I 
guess I’ll make a kick to get out in the Fifth 
District, and if I succeed 1 U get a soft snap 
in addition to bettering my chances of pro- 
motion. 

Mayor Noonan named one of the six ser- 
geants and that was McKenna of the 
District. He was promised the place some- 
time ago and the Mayor was on — at the 
last board meeting to secure his appoint- 
mont.

ENVOY TRUMBULL.

He Denounces the Dispatches From Bal- 
maceda as Lies. 


NINE-TENTHS OF THE INHABITANTS 
FAVOR THE INSURGENTS. 


The Situation in Ohili—Balmaceda Afraid 
to Arm His Troops—Delicate Interna- 
tional Negotiations in Progress Un- 
successful Attempt ofa Government 
Launch to Desert. 


New Haven, Conn., June 2%.—Richard 
Trumbull, envoy of the Chilian insurgents, 
is here attending commencent and the re- 
union of his class of 81 of the Scientific 
School. He was asked last night his views of 
the present Chilian situation and was shown 
a late dispatch from Balmaceda, reporting 
the people were overwhelmingly on his side, 
that the rebels had no arms and nocredit 
and would utterly go to pieces in a few days. 

It is a tissue of lies from beginning to 
end, said Mr. Trumbull, with great empha- 
sis, after reading the dispatch. ‘‘Every 
word of that dispatch is false. More 
than half the territory of Chill is 
held by the insurgent government, repre- 
senting over two-thirds of its annual reve- 
nue. Nine-tenths of the inhabitants favor 
the popular government. These lies are sent 
out trom time to time by Balmaceda in order 
to create sympathy on the part of the Euro- 
pean powers andthe United States, and to 
prevent the recognition of the insurgents. 
The real state of feeling in Chili may be 
judged from the fact that courts and unim- 
peded justice are found inthe North, where 
the patriots are, while Balmaceda’s territory 
is ruled by martial law. Murder, riot 
and anarchy prevail everywhere in 
his domain. He has not moral force 
behind him to sustain him .a day. 
Balmaceda retains his power simply because 
the insurgents have no arms to fight with. 
The rebellion was started with not a single 
gun in their possession, and all they now 
have were obtained by capture or by deser- 
tion on the part of Balmaceda’s troops. in 
spite of this the patriots have won all the 
territory from Jacna to Huasco, and will soon 
move down toward Santiago. Balmaceda is 


j 
afraid to furnish arms to his troops for fear 
of their desertion to the popularside. His 
Constitutional Congress is a sham, consisting 
entirely of his nominees, and follows blindly . 
his wishes, without regard to the wishes of ’ 
the people. We have the navy all on our side 


and are blocking up his ports.’’ 

‘*Will the popular party succeed in getting 
hold of the arms seized on the Etata?’’ 

That is a question I cannot answer, said 
Mr. Trumbull, ‘‘on account of the delicate 
international negotiations now in progress. 
I am the confidential agent of the popular 
government and have full powers to act with 
the United States. Wearetrying to get the 
insurgent party recognized as beligerents by 
the United States. 

Is the question of the possession of the 
Etata’s arms to be settled in the Supreme 
Court?’’ 

It is too early to say. We have, however, 
within the last week, engaged the Services of 
Evarts, Choate & Beaman of New York 
and will present the case judicially as far as 
possible. 

Previous to coming to the United States Mr. 
Trumbull had deen representative in the 
Chilian Congress. His stay in this country 
will probably be prolonged until favorable 
terms have been made by this country with 
the insurgent government. 

GEN. STEPHANS’ DIVISION. 

SANTIAGO, Chili, June 25.—The division of 
the Chilian army commanded by Gen. 
Stephan, the Balmacedist, which has already 
twice crossed the snow-covered Andes and 
which has been several times dispersed by 
the Argentine authorities, has rejoined the 
main body of President Balmaceda’s army, 
after re-crossing the Cordillera at a height of 
12,500 feet above the level of the seaand with 
snow twenty-two feet deep in the mountains. 

INSURGENT REPRESENTATIVES. 

New YORK, June 2%.—Pedro Montt, Anto- 
nio Varas and Jas. St. Cruze of Chili arrived 
yesterday from Valparaiso. They are the 
accredited representatives of the party 
which is at present endeavoring to over- 
throw President Balmaceda. Montt is at 
the head of the delegation. He says that the 
Constitutional party have their headquarters 
at Iq ique and that it is only a question of 
a short time before Balmaceda will fall. The 
insurgents have the people and the regularly 
elected Congress on their side and entertain 
no doubt whatever of their ultimate success. 


IT PROVED FATAL. 


THE ATTEMPT OF A LAUNCH’S CREW TO DESERT 
TO THE INSURGENTS. 

New YORK, June 25.—Under date of May 1, 
the following correspondence from Valpar- 
aiso is published here to-day: 

On Friday last the torpedo launch Guale, 
on guard as picket boat in the harbor, made 
an unsuccessful attempt to desert to the 
enemy. They steamed away in the fog with 
the hope of reaching Oaldera. The fact that 
their coal could not take them s0 great a 
distance dawned on them too late. Putting 
into Pichicuy those implicated jumped over- 
board and swam ashore. The others, 
who meantime had been put under the 
hatches, freed themseives, and with waste 
and oll as fuel succeeded in reaching Papudo, 
where they were found by the Sargent of 
Aldea and the Rucuilla, two other launches 
in pursuit, and brought back to this port yes- 
terday. The seven mutineers were captured 
on shore, sent Overland to Valparaiso, reach- 
ing here last evening, when they were sum 
marily shot. This morning Capt. Feutentes 
of the Lynch, which vessel returned yester- 
day, told me that in a day he was going to 
tothe northward about Arica and Iquique; 
that the the Condell wasto go to some other 
part of the coast, and that the Imperial, 
which went out again a day or two ago, was 
to land troopstothe Uil. This is the situa- 
tion up to this hour. 

The Imperial returned from her first trip 
a few days ago only. On leaving the tor- 
pedo Cathcres off Caldera, she proceeded to 
her rendezvous and cruised up and down 
without being met. Stopping the German 
steamer Diana she first heard of the sinking 
of the Blanceand Calada. Finally the Im- 
perial returned to Valparaiso and was re- 
ceived in the outer harbor by the Lynch with 
dignitaries and bands, amid wild cheering on 
shore. The band on the Lynch played for 
bours and in answertoher ‘‘Hail Columbia 
the bandon the United States ship Balti- 
more executed the Chilian national air. The 
afternoon was avery lively one. The papers 
next morning spoke in high terms of the gal- 
lant way in which the Imperial had carried 
out her orders. She had, for she religiously 
did nothing. The prize money offered by the 
Government for the destruction of any one 
war vessel of the rebellious navy was 8180, 
000. That was paid within twenty-four 
hours after the arrival of the Lynch,

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COLLEGE BOATING. 


To-Morrow’s Great Aquatic Contest Be- 
tween Harvard and Yale. 


A HISTORICAL REVIEW OF COLLEGE RO. 
ING IN AMERICA. ‘ 


The Browns Defeat Cincinnati—Wightman 
Runs a Great Race at Chicago— King 
man Defeated by a Selling Plater—Sul- 
livan and Corbett Hisse@-Base Ball 
and Other Sporting News. 


To-morrow the great annual boat race de- 
tween Harvard and Yale takes place at New 
London, Conn,, on the Thames River. This 
race holds the same relative position in this 
country that the annual race between Cam- 
bridge and Oxford at London on the Thames 
River does in England. It is the great college 
boat race of the year and beside it all other 
college aquatics pale into insignif- 4 
icance. Every year from 10,000 to 
20,000 people gathered on the banks of the 
Thames to witness the contest for supremacy 
in the water between the two great Ameri- 
can universities, It was in the year 1852 that 
the first race was held between these col- 
leges, though as far back as 1844, the class of 
46 of Harvard organized a boat club and 

urchased a second hand eight-oared boat 
which they named the Oneida, It was a very 
primitive craft, thirty-seven feet longand 
about three and a half feet across in its 
widest part. It was quite heavy. This was 
the boat in which Harvard rowed the first 
race with Yale eight years later. 

Just before college closed forthe vacation 
in 1852a challenge was received from Yale 
fora race at Center Harbor on Lake Winni 
pesaukee. T. J. Curtis, 52, was, chosen 
stroke of eight, and the race was held on 
Aug. 3, resulting ina victory for Harvard. 
The race wasjtwo milesstraightaway, and the 
Oneida, when she crossed the line, led by 
four lengths. 

The next intercollegeiate regatta was held 
in 1855, and again, the challenge came from 
Yale late in the year. Harvard sent two 
crews to the race, an eight-oared and a 
four-oared, 8. B. Parkman, 57, strok- 
ing the former and L. Erving, 
57, acting in a like capacity for the 
other, the Harvard crews won easily 
the four-oared finishing first. The next year 
the Harvard Clubs united and solicited sub- 
scriptions for a boat, which was that same 
year built at St. John. She was aneight 
oared lapstreak, 51 feet long, and fairly out- 
rigged. Parkman was chosen Captain of the 
Varsity crew of 1856-7, which participated in 
several local regattas, but failed to wina 
place. Spruce oars were introduced at this 
time. 

President Eliot, then a tutor in Harvard 
College, was a candidate for the crew of 
1857-8 and rowed at NO. 3 in this famous crew, 
The old lapstreak was sold to Columbia, 
and the first shell built in America was 
bought. This was asix-oared boat, 40 feet 
long, and 26 inches wide amidships. It was 
built of white pine and had iron outriggers 
and spoon oars. It weighed 150 pounds and 
was in every way a new departure in rowing. 
The crew that sat in this boat carried every- 
thing before it and completely astounded the 
aquatic world of the day by making the three 
miles in 19:22. 

Harvard soon after sent a circular to all the 
other celleges likely to be interested in row- 
ing, inviting them to send delegates to a 
meeting at which arrangements would be 
made foran annual intercollegiate regatta. 
Yale, Brown and Trinity responded, and the 
four met in New Haven, where the agree- 
ments were drawn up and signed. The first 
regatta was arranged to take place at Spring- 
field in the latter part of July. The Harvard 
and Yale crews were in their quarters in 
Springfield two weeks before the race. The 
Saturday before the race was to be rowed 
the Yale crew was run into onthe river and 
Dunham, the stroke, drowned. This sad ac- 
cident made it necessary to declare the race 
off for that year. 

J. H. Ellison, 59, captained the next crew 
that Harvard sent out, and Caspar Crownin- 
shield was stroke. The inter-collegiate race 
was rowed at Worcester on Lake Quinsiga- 
mond July 26, and this course was used for 
eleven years. This race was a mile and a 
half straight-away and return. Harvard 
won easily, with Yale second, Brown—the 
only other contestant—being third. The 
boats were steered by the bow oar pressing 
his feet against a yoke attached to wires 
which extended the length of the boat and 
made fast to the rudder. 

Crowninshield was elected Captain of the 
Harvard crew the next year, and besides the 
inter-collegiate races there was a race be- 
tween the Harvard and Yale freshmen, and 
one also between the sophomores. The ’Var- 
sity rowed in & new shell and won easily. 
The other races also went to Harvard. 

Rowing sank into a lethargy from 1860-64, 
and the Harvard Varsity crew of ’64 was the 
first to break it. This crew was stroked and 
captained by Horatius Curtis, who was con- 
sidered of phenomenalstrength. There were 
other heroes of the day associated with him 
who were also very powerful, and Bob 
Peabody, John Greenough, and Tom Nel- 
son were in his crew. Harvard and Yale con- 
tested the intercollegate race, and each en- 
tered a Varsity and Sophomore crew. Yale’s 

, Crew had been trained bya New York pro- 
fessional oarsman named Wood and was com- 
posed of excellent material. It is said that 
when the Harvard men stripped for the race 
the Harvard men were brown, while the 

Tale men’s skin was white. It was said that 
the Harvard men had put coloring matter on 
their skin. The explanation wes simple 
enough. The Yale crew had rowed with their 
shirts on, while the men of Harvard’s crew 
had trained with bare backs. Discipline and 
training, however, told here,and Harvard 
was handsomely defeated. Thus Yale won 
her first great race. The same crew met 

Harvard the next year and scored another 

victory. Harvard used a new boat, which 

was built by Lawler. 

Harvard had now been defeated in two suc- 
ceeding years by Yale, and it was clear that 
systematic training was the cause of the 
change. When the crews again ined up at 
Quinsigamond both had changed their stroke. 
Yale had adopted a long swing instead of her 
short, jerky style, while Harvard, on the 
other hand, quickened her stroke, W. Blaikie 
was the Harvard captain and the race was 
his. The Yale Freshmen took their race. 
The crew of 1866 again defeated Yale, and has 
the credit of making the fastest amateur 
time over a three-mile course with & turn. 
The race the next year was very exciting. 
Harvard again won. After this race she sent 
a four-oared crew to meet Oxford, and this 
“crew was defeated on the Thames. The same 
year, under the management of the ’Varsity 
Captain, N. G. Read, 71, sufficient money 
was raised to bulld the present Harvard boat. 
houses on the Charles River for the accommo- 
dation of the crew. 

In the race of 70 Yale used sliding seats, 
which were a new invention. This race was 
given to Harvard by the referee, as Yale had 
fouled Harvard onthe turn. The decision

R. H. Dana stroked the 
Harvard crew of 74, of which W. Goodwin 
was captain. This crew began training in 
the winter and resumed it early in the 
spring, when it went out on the river. 
This system of training was much extended 
inthis year. Before 1858 short pulls of no 
particular speed were made just previous to 
arace, but in that year regular gymnasium 
work was begun, and the men were put on a 
strict diet. In 1867 and 1868 the crews were 
worked in the ‘‘gym’’ every day, being 
obliged to row 1,000 strokes and run five or 
six miles on alternate days. The 1,000 strokes 
were estimated tobe equal toa three-mile 
pull. In 1855 the coxwain was done away with 
and the bow oar steered, and the first shell 
was thus managed. The sliding seat is the 
only marked changeinthe boats since that 
date, all other changes being those of fancy 
or taste, 

The late history of rowing at Harvard and 
the mannerin which Yale, through the em- 
ployment of superior methods, has been able 
to hold the championship for five successive 
years are too well known to need any further 
notice,

COLUMBIA’S TIME DOUBTED. 
Bosrox, June 2.—A New London (Conn.) 
special to the Herald says some doubt is cast 
on the authenticity of the Columbia fresh- 
men’s record-breaking time. The Columbia 
timer, so the story goes, snapped his watch, 
but did not stop it when Columbia crossed 
the line. Afew seconds later, noticing his 
oversight, he stopped the watch and 
made a close guess as to the time a 
few seconds before, and gave it out 
officially as 9:41. Meanwhile, Mr. Sheffield and 
Mr. Adee, who were timing Yale, caught 
Columbia also and made her time as 9:44. The 
official time, as given, however, was 941. 
The judges at the finish stated that the Co- 
lumbia won by two and a half lengths over 
Yale. Thetime for Yale, accurately given, 
was 9:53, and a calculation from these fig- 
ures of three seconds for every length would 
make Columbia’s time 9:46, so that there 
seem tobethree times given for Columbia, 
9:41, 9:4 and 9:46. The first, however, was 
accepted as Official.

THE LADY IN BLACK. 


A Strange Story Told by Henry Casman, 
the Shadow Artist. 


MURDEROUSLY ATTACKED BY A WOMAN 
IN SAN FRANCISCO AND NEW YORK. 


The Story Corroborated by Hotel People 
and the Man’s Friends—Fearful of Be- 
ing Murdered—Serious Charges Against 
a Colored Ex-Congressman’s Son bya 

White Lady. 


New Tonk. June 25.—Among the passen- 
engers who sailed on the Germanic for 
Queenstown yesterday morning was a neatly 
attired young Englishman whom ladies would 
have pronounced good-looking had not his 
clean shaven face been such a picture of 
anxiety and fear. If this gentleman reaches 
Queenstown in toto, thatis without the punc- 
tures ofa stiletto, he will consider himself 
lucky and rely upon the vigilant English 
‘*bobby’’ to protect him hereafter. But if a 
handsome brunette with sharp eyes and a 
dagger more so should suddenly interrupt 
him while enjoyinga smoke on deck, or a 
game of cards in the cabin, he will have to 
acknowledge the situation as gracefully as 
possible and tremblingly await develop- 
ments, The sadly pursued young man 
is Henry Casman, the shadow artist 
and necromancer who cameto this country 
with Marks’ Vaudeville Show lately. The 
mysterious woman is unknown, but she has 
tracked Casman from San Francisco to New 
York, including stops at different Western 
cities, concluding by cornering her victim in 
the Hotel Arno at Twenty-eighth street and 
Broadway late Tuesday night. There wasa 
general scurrying of dusky porters and agile 
bellboys, and what happened they still guard 
as securely as the facts ofa hotel suicide. 
Casman himself told the story to some friends 
as they patrolled Broadway with him like a 
body guard until the Germanic steamed away 
from New York with the Englishman on 
board. Casman is well-known in England 
and on the Continent by the patrons of the 
vaudeville houses and has an extensive ac- 
quaintance in this country. 

CASMAN’S STORY. 

At San Francisco, he said, ‘‘I was 
stopped one night by a stylishly and expen- 
sively dressed woman while returning to my 
room from the theater. Her actions were 80 
queer that IthoughtI had been accosted by 
one of your confidence women, and I refused 
to spend any more time with her than I could 
help. I was then stormed by notes from this 
woman, who never signed a name and always 
requested to see me on important business. 
Finally one night I had to go home escorted 
by two policemen,’’ 

Here the excited Britisher produced a clip- 
ping from a San Francisco paper in corrobo- 
ration ofthis. The article announced that 
the queer actions ofa heavily veiled woman 
who had occupied a box atthe Windsor The- 
ater and afterward appeared at the stage 
door calling loudly for Casman and flourish - 
ing a dagger had made it necessary, for the 
gentleman to have an escort home that 
night. 

To make along story short, continued 
Oasman, I curtailed my engagement in 
Frisco, and went to Butte, Mont. The same 
thing happened and I wentto Seattle. This 
woman appeared at one of my performances 
there and I went to Chicago to play at the 
Eden Musee there. I thought I had escaped 
her until I noticed her in a front seat one 
night toward the latter part of my engage- 
ment. Isent forthe police, but they could 
not arrest the woman unless I made charges, 
and I did not know ber name nor exactly of 
what to accuse her.

A MURDEROUS ATTACK. 

She was at the hotel early in the morning, 
but the manager refused her entrance. I man- 
aged to evade her after that. I arrived here 
Tuesday morning. I started to my room 
Tuesday night about 11:30 o’clock, never 
thinking of the girl, when she appeared in 
the hallway. She said nothing and I did not 
realize it was she until she slashed my coat 
with a knife. I dodged other blows and cried, 
but before anyone came she left the hotel, 
walking quietly out of the office and attract- 
ing no attention from anyone. Who she is 
and why she should so haunt me I have no 
idea. Inever saw her before, either on this 
side or the other side ofthe water, andi am 
as innocent of any offense against her as you 
are.

CHICAGO HOGS. 


Prof. Michaels Finds Many of Them In 
fected With Trichine. 


CuHiIcaGo, III., June 25.—That the hogs being 
received at the stock-yards in this city are 
not free from trichine has been demon- 
strated by Secretary of Agriculture Rusk’s 
Microsco 45 9 Bureau, just es- 
tablished here. Michaels, who is in 
charge of the bureau, says of the results thus 
farreached: ‘‘Three days of inspection of 
pork under the microscope have revealed 
more trichins than we expected to find. I 
do not care to inform the press of the number 
of hogs we found to infected. It might 
cause alarm. We have found the parasite in 
Chicago pork, and wherever it has been dis- 
covered the meat of the hog has been de- 
stroyed.’’
